He was strongly and ably supported by another QCWA 
member, Hank Harley. VE3BR,. and contact was made 
with members and eligible members in Eastern Ontario.

A NASA video engineer will be taping the session and 
will provide us with several copies. Rest assured that one will 
be made available to our QCWA Chapters. 

Special thanks go to several of our members: Lou 
McFaddin, WSDID, for coordinating all the hardware and 
much of the “PR”: Bill Morgan, ABSFF and Lance 
Gordon, WSVNY, for doing such a great job of training the 
kids; and to Kent Castle, W5OJ, the committee chairman 
for this event, for taking the bull by the horns and making 
it all come together.

PRESIDENT’S NOTES . . 


Soe weeks ago while scanning my Packet 
Bulletin Board System (PBBS) here in Charlottesville, 
Virginia, there were a couple of packet messages which 
caught my eye. One of them stated that Technology was 
running away from Ham Radio and the other stated 
that Ham Radio was a waste. Obviously, these are 
rather provocative statements and immediately bring 
one’s mind into high gear. 

First, are these statements factual—or just another of 
the PBBS’s “Soap Box” forums . . . something Packet 
has provided as a platform from which some rather 
interesting comments have been made? Some of the 
“Soap Box” presentations are made by persons who 
might not ever stand “face to face” and discuss the same 
subjects as deeply as they seem to do via the keyboard. 

Please do not misunderstand the above comment. My 
PBBS is a very important part of my daily Amateur 
Radio operation. It provides a convenient way to pick 
up information, relay messages far and near, and en- 
hances my understanding of Amateur Radio. It is just 
very simply stated, however, that all which is printed is 
not always factual . . . even if it shows up on my Packet 
screen! 

It is important to consider that the original Technol- 
ogy and “waste” comments possibly deserve consider- 
ation. It is with that in mind that the following 
comments are offered. By the way, these comments were 
not part of a “Soap Box” battle by your president. 
(Those of you on Packet will understand this reasoning!) 

First, let’s agree that there are a number of very 
fascinating developments in the communications world 
fostered by the rapidly growing information networks. 
On the rather simple base, we have the Prodigy, Genie 
and Compuserve Networks which bring these info 
networks into our homes via our computer keyboards 
and screens. Additionally, the number of landline 
bulletin boards has increased by leaps and bounds. In 
some cases, for the cost of a local telephone call you can 
access one or more of these info boards. The informa- 
tion exchange is almost limitless. And one more port of 
call is the Internet system and related networks of 
information exchange. Helpful? You bet! Interesting? 
You bet! 

However, and this is a big HOWEVER, is this Ham 
Radio? Should we even compare it with Ham Radio? 
Would it be fair to compare the vast network of news- 
papers, radio and television stations . . . not to mention 
the satellite TVRO field . . . to Amateur Radio? Is the 
transfer of “information,” much of it completely non- 
Ham Radio related, important to our mission in the 
communications field? 

It seems to this writer that some of our fellow hams 
are mixing lots of different thoughts and trying to make 
them fit their own ideas of what Ham Radio should be. 

Let’s take a quick look at the Basis and Purpose of 


the Amateur Service as expressed in the FCC Rules, 
Part 97.1, something which should be familiar to all of 
us: (Not quoted verbatim, but only the main thought in 
each of the five points.) 

A) .. . Service to the public . . . emergency 
communications . . . 

B) . .. Contribute to the advancement of the 
radio art... 

C) ... Advancing skills in communication and 
tech phases... 

D) ... Reservoir . . . trained operators, techni- 
cians & electronics experts. 

E) . . . Enhance international goodwill . . . 

Yes, the information networks can handle lots of 
“yakking” around the world and they do indeed use the 
latest technology, but ask yourself these questions . . . 

Are these networks technically understood by their 
users? Do they provide for communications to be used 
in emergencies by operators trained in true communica- 
tion skills? Is there any truly organized effort (or should 
there be) to make the information networks into avenues 
for any, or all, of the above? Perhaps the answer may 
someday be affirmative, but it would seem to me that we 
should continue to do “our” thing, something we can 
look back on, and forward to, with pride. 


We hams are skilled innovators 


Once again, please do not misunderstand all of the 
above comments and feel that your president has lost his 
sense of balance. It is a known fact that we are not all 
engineers, scientists, computer technologists, etc. How- 
ever, a vast majority of today’s hams are more than just 
competent communicators. They are innovators, skilled 
in utilizing the latest technologies with understanding 
and the ability to improve them. Radio amateurs in 1993 
are far more than fingers gliding across the keys of a 
computer's keyboard! 

Moreover, our actual “voices” are heard around the 
world in words of friendship to our fellow Radio Ama- 
teurs, not to mention the dits and dahs which for 
decades have spelled out those same words to those who 
may never know our language in any other way. 

Ham Radio is not a waste! Its use of the radio fre- 
quency spectrum is a valuable use of this important 
resource. Let all of us continue to use our knowledge 
carefully and wisely.

FCC HIGHLIGHTS 


Special Club 
Callsigns 


The FCC has amended its Amateur 
Service rules to provide for volunteer 
organizations to administer a system 
for providing special callsigns to club 
and military recreation stations. The 
FCC began accepting applications from 
potential administrators on July 26. 

On that day, QCWA filed its pro- 
posal to participate in this program, 
indicating its preference for callsigns. 
(Each administrator initially will be 
assigned a block of two-by-three 
callsigns having a two-letter prefix 
from the NA-NZ series. An example is 
NAIAAA through NA1ZZZ.) 

To be an administrator, the organi- 
zation must exist for the purpose of 
furthering the Amateur Service: its 
membership must include at least one 
percent of the amateur operators li- 
censed by the FCC: and it must be 
capable of serving as an administrator 
in all places where the Amateur Service 
is regulated by the FCC. 

An administrator must agree to 
accept and process all properly com- 
pleted license application forms from 
the trustees of club stations and from 
the custodians of military recreation 
stations without regard to race, sex, 
religion, national origin, or member- 
ship (or lack thereof) in any Amateur 
Service organization. The organiza- 
tion cannot charge a fee for services 
provided as an administrator. 


Permitted and Prohibited 
Communications 


For years there have been inquiries 
about, and requests for, relaxing the 
rules concerning types of communica- 
tions that should be permitted (and 
prohibited) on the ham bands. In mid- 


1992, the FCC issued a Notice of 


Proposed Rulemaking (NPRM) in this 
matter. The deadline for comment was 


| October 1992 and, for reply com- 
ments. | December. 

Ralph Haller, Chief of the Private 
Radio Bureau, addressed the problem 
in his remarks at the 1991 ARRL 
National Convention, suggesting that 
the amateur community come up with 
some wording for the proposed 
rulemaking. ARRL responded in a 
letter to Haller in January 1992, con- 
taining a proposed restatement of Part 
97.113 of FCC Rules. In February 
1992, FCC issued a Public Notice 
soliciting comments on this and other 
proposals for rulemaking and, as noted 
above, issued an NPRM last July. 

There is some impatience that final 
FCC action has not yet taken place, 
but considering the unprecedented 
nature of the changes, we should be 
content to wait a little longer. Indica- 
tions are that final action will occur this 
summer. 


PRB-1, Pro and Con 


Many of us must have whispered 
“Nirvana!” orits equivalent when PRB- 
1 was approved, back in 1985. In the 
light of subsequent happenings, par- 
ticularly a recent Appellate Court 
Ruling against PRB-1, it is useful to 
revisit the intent of the FCC’s original 
declaratory ruling. 

The history and status of PRB-I is 
presented in an article by Chris Imlay, 
N3AKD, ARRL General Counsel, in 
October 1992 QST (“PRB-I: Seven 
Years Down the Road. A Report on 
the Status of Antenna Regulation.”) 

In the article, Imlay gives the es- 
sence of PRB-1, viz: “It did three 
things, and three things only: (1) it 
stated a ‘strong Federal interest’ in 
amateur communications, and, in view 
of that, held that state and local regu- 
lations that preclude amateur commu- 
nications are preempted; (2) it req- 
uired municipalities to make ‘reason- 
able accommodation’ for amateur com- 
munications in ordinances that involve 
placement, screening, or height of an- 
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tennas based on health, safety or aes- 
thetic considerations; and (3) it cau- 
tioned land use planners that local 
regulations must ‘represent the mini- 
mum practicable regulation’ to ac- 
complish the local authonity’s legitimate 
purpose.” 

The Court overturned a lower court 
ruling that would have permitted a 
Boulder, Colorado ham to erect an 80- 
foot-high crank-up tower on his prop- 
erty. The case is highly significant, as it 
is the first time that a Federal court has 
decided that an amateur radio support 
device is legally “unsightly” and there- 
fore not protected under PRB-1. 


Amateur Secondary Use of 
219-220 MHz 


In March 1992, FCC issued a Notice of 
Proposed Rulemaking to create a new 
shared band for amateurs at 219-220 
MHz. The FCC’s stated objective is to 
alleviate frequency congestion that 
amateurs are experiencing in certain 
areas of the country in the 222-225 
MHz band, and to facilitate establish- 
ment of regional and nationwide back- 
bone networks for amateur packet 
communications. 

In the NPRM. the Commission 
proposed requirements to ensure that 
secondary use of the band by amateurs 
does not interfere with primary and 
existing secondary licensees in this and 
adjacent bands, and proposed mea- 
sures for coordinating amateur opera- 
tions with the primary user of the 
band, Automated Maritime Telecom- 
munications Systems (AMTS). 

Comments were due June 15th. As 
expected, conflicting views were ex- 
pressed by Amateurs. maritime service 
providers, and industry. A more de- 
tailed summary of comments appears 
in the WS Y7 Report for July 1.

“THE WAY WE WERE ....” 


Siasconset: The First 
Marconi Station on 
Nantucket Island 


(Aj, hundred fifty years ago 


QRM was spelled F-O-G on the far- 
away island of Nantucket. Just 30 
miles south of Cape Cod. communica- 
tion between the mainland and the 
island was, for millenia, solely by 
watercraft. Indian canoes. and later 
whaling vessels, were the only means of 
human interchange between Nantucket 
and the nearby Cape and world. 

Then came modern man. The first 
“telegraph” system was actually an 
array of visual signals from Woods 
Hole, Massachusetts. via West Chop 
(a lighthouse station on Martha’s 
Vineyard), Edgartown, Muskeget Is- 
land, Tuckernuck Island, and finally 
Nantucket. You can imagine how effi- 
cient it was in foggy weather, but it 
wasn't a bad start in 1840. 

In 1856, cable, a full five-eighths of 
an inch thick, was laid across Nan- 
tucket Sound to the Cape. It lasted 
twenty four hours. With strong tides 
and frequent gales known to kick up 
on the Sound, it is not hard to envision 
wreckage bouncing along the bottom 
and parting it. Once a cable has had a 
little time to settle into the bottom, its 
chances of survival are much better. 

When I was 12 years old, growing 
up with a bicycle on Nantucket, it 
didn’t take long to discover the sub- 
marine cables leaving the island. | still 
wonder why the Western Union cable 
went “overboard” at the west end of 
the island, whereas the telephone cable 
went off in a northerly direction look- 
ing toward Cape Cod. 

When I reached junior high school 
age, my first job was delivering tele- 
grams for Western Union. My boss 
was Benson C. Chase, WIPMC. We 


were the only two personnel still work- 
ing after the summer of 1938 when the 
infamous hurricane hit southern New 
England. 


Nantucket was spared the worst of 


the devastation, but Western Union's 
cable parted somewhere west of the 
island. Ben and I were obliged to 
monitor the line waiting for the vessel 
Cyrus Field to pick up the cable. It 
seems to me now that this went on for 
some days before I finally heard a voice 
in the earphones and Nantucket’s 
Western Union contingency was back 
in business.

During the outage. I was privileged 
to sit for some time in the radio shack 
of Gus Bentley, then WIEVJ. later 
WISU, as he handled Western Union 
traffic via ham CW, Ben and Gus are 
long since silent keys. 

Historically, wireless was destined 
for Nantucket when in July of 1896 a 
twenty-two year old Italian, Guglielmo 
Marconi, crossed over from France to 
England. His baggage consisted mostly 
of “strange instruments” that the En- 
glish Customs officers strongly sus- 
pected and ordered destroyed. Young 
Marconi persisted and had new instru- 
ments built in England. He was al- 
lowed to prove his expertise when he 
successfully sent a wireless signal from 
Folkstone across the English Channel 
to Cape Gris Nez. an instant success. 
Wireless telegraphy had arrived forty 
years after the first submarine cable to 
Nantucket. 

In 1901, the New York Herald de- 
cided to build a wireless station on 
Nantucket Island. They chose the little 
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village of Siasconset ("Sconset) on the 
eastern extremity of the island for its 
site. Marconi’s personal representa- 
tive attended the building. 

A three-section mast of Oregon pine 
was fashioned by the Johnson and 
Howland Company of New Bedford 
and shipped to the island. Once erected 
and guyed-off, it stood 160 feet tall 
with only ten feet of it in the ground. 
Mr. Marconi had been experimenting, 
unsuccessfuly, with balloon antennas 
with hopes of extending operations to 
400 miles. 

Marconi installed a wireless aboard 
the Nantucket Lightship at the same 
time. On August 12, 1901, the first 
message was sent from the lightship to 
the “’Sconset” station, saying “signals 
clear; am using plain aerial, good 
luck.” The lightship’s call letters were 
PI. It operated on 425 meters and was 
powered by a 5K W rotary spark gap 
manufactured by Telefunken, The 
Siasconset Station’s call was MSC and 
operated on 350 meters, with a 2K W 
spark transmitter manufactured by 
Marconi. 

This was the first such utility in the 
United States installed to handle mari- 
time traffic. The Hera/d intended it for 
public use, not just its own purposes. 
Its apparatus could handle ten words 
per minute, so one can imagine the 
occasional backlog of traffic. 

The first ship to send such a signal 
in this direction was the Cunard liner 
Lucania—72 miles away from the 
lightship. It was received by the lightship 
and relayed to the “Marconi Station” 
at Siasconset, causing much celebra- 
tion among the station personnel, The 
message arrived in New York 30 min- 
utes later over telegraph wires. 

In 1902, travelling aboard the U.S. 
Liner Philadelphia, Marconi was able 
to prove. despite “expert” contradic- 
tion, that signals travelled greater dis- 
tances at night than in daylight. He 
could cover approximately 700 miles 
by day and 2000 miles at night. This act 
was probably one of his greatest tri- 
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umphs in wireless telegraphy. 

The “Sconset station was to play a 
key role in the drama of the sea and the 
advance of the science and art of ship- 
to-shore wireless until its shutdown in 
the early 1920s. 

Among the personnel of the station, 
perhaps the most well known was 
Russian-born David Sarnoff. At age 
15 he took a job with the Continental 
Cable Company in New York City. In 
April of 1912 he was at a small experi- 
mental wireless station and for a pe- 
riod of 72 hours he copied messages 
regarding the Titanic disaster, 

Sarnoff, at age 17, applied for a 
position at the Siasconset station. 
Sarnoff was anxious to take it, with the 
idea that he would have plenty of time 
to study. His stint at the “Sconset 
Marconi Station did not endear him to 
the other station personnel. It is alleged 
that his departure prompted him to tell 
his former co-workers that they would 
hear of Sarnoff again. 

Indeed they, and the rest of the 
world, did hear more of Sarnoff. Among 
his many noteworthy positions was 
president of RCA in 1930 and in 
World War II became a member of 
General Eisenhower's European Head- 
quarters, where Sarnoff rose to the 
rank of Brigadier General. 

I was personally acquainted with 
one former operator, Harry Holden, 
who spent the rest of his life as a radio 
repairman in ‘Sconset. The first of the 
original buildings of the station is now 
occupied by Charles and Eileen 
Cahoon, Charles is the nephew of a 
former operator, Warren Rogers. An- 
other of the original “wireless houses” 
stands nearby with its foot-thick walls 
filled with sound-proofing cork. 

The historic “Sconset wireless sta- 
tion is now little more than a memory 
and a Nantucket Historical Society 
marker. It was gone when I was a 
youngster cruising every Nantucket 
dirt road on my bike. 

Gone, maybe, but whenever I hear 
a raucous spark-like signal in the back- 
ground, I wonder if old wireless sta- 
tions don’t have ghosts... .

Following a short illness, T. Allen Phillips, W3DOG (QCWA Life 
Member #2057) passed away in his sleep the morning of July 14. We 
mourn his passing, but we also rejoice for having known him. (Most of 
you knew himas T. Allen, but early on in our friendship he told me to call 
him Allen. “It’s not so formal,” he said. 

W3DOG was his only call through 60 years of ham radio. He was 
licensed as W3DOG in 1933, upgrading to Advanced Class in 1934. Allen 
was 4 consummate builder and designer, but always had time for 
“Elmering.” As he said. “I put them on a righteous path.” Countless 
amateurs have benefitted from his guidance, his art of teaching, and-- 
above all--his dedication to Amateur Radio. 

In 1983, Allen began his dream of establishing a QCWA Chapter on 
the Eastern Shore. The next year, his dedication was rewarded with the 
approval ofa Charter for DelMarVa Chapter 1 50. He waselected the first 
President, and had been Chapter Historian since 1986. 

The memory of all those trips we took together, the good food and 
libation, and the laughter we shared will always bring a smile to my face. So, 
Allen, here's a toast from me to you: | love you, old pal.

Lenore Jensen, W6NAZ, SK 


Lenore Jensen, WONAZ (QCWA #4233) died May 5, 1993, in Sherman 
Oaks, CA, at theage of 79. A long-time actress and native of Los Angeles, 
Lenore began her career as a child actress in vaudeville, moved on to such 
network radio dramas as “Don Winslow of the Navy” and “Against the 
Storm,” and later acted on popular television series, including “Ironside,” 
“Beverly Hillbillies,” “Father Knows Best,” and “The Donna Reed Show.” 
She used her knowledge of the entertainment industry to encourage 
celebrities to star in ARRL Public Service Announcements. She also 
appeared in several ARRL films. 

First licensed in 1939 as W9CHD, Lenore was one of the founding 
members of the Young Ladies Radio League (YLRL), becoming vice 
president of YLRL in 1947. Among her many other amateur radio 
accomplishments. Lenore started the New York City YLRL and was 
active in message handling and phone patching. During the Vietnam 
War, she was credited with running more than 68,000 Army MARS 
phone patches. She was the stepmother ofauthor Cynthia Wall, KA7ITT 
and Stephen Jensen, WORHM.

Raymond A. Furlong, W6QIL, SK 


Raymond A. Furlong, W6QIL (QCWA #5976, also OOTC) died 
suddenly at his home on the evening of June 17. Born in Los Angeles in 
1921, he lived the last 42 years of his life in Lakewood, CA. He joined the 
Navy in 1941, serving in the Navy Air Corps as a Radar and Radio 
Technician until he retired with the rank of Chief Petty Officer in 1961. 

A founder and past President of Long Beach Chapter, Ray was very 
active in Chapter 7 activities, frequently acting as Sunday morning Net 
Control. Heand his YF, Theresa, regularly attended QCW A functions of 
other Chapters, and he was a serious participant in both the CW and SSB 
portions of QCWA QSO Parties. 

Ray often went out of his way to help others, both QCWA members 
and non-menbers, and had the uncanny ability to remember names, calls, 
and prior calls of bygone years. He maintained an extensive collection of 
amateur callbooks and government and commercial station listings.

Alson E. Braley, WOGET, SK 


Dr. Alson E. Braley, WOGET (QCWA #8377) died in West Branch, JA 
of emphysema and cardiac complications. Known as “Doc” or “Al,” anda 
member of Chapter 123, he was the founder of the lowa Lion’s Club Eye 
Bank. a national association of hams who helped direct the availability 
of donor eyes to physicians who needed them. In 1951, Doc performed the 
first corneal eye transplant in Iowa. 

Born in 1906, Doc Braley first become interested in radio communi- 
cations at the age of 12, when he built his first crystal set. At the age of 
20, he received his first call, 9ANV, and also put his spark transmitter to 
good use. 

He operated as 9ANV until his premedical school at the State 
University of lowa forced him to give studying a greater priority. After 
medical school graduation, he served his Internship and Residency at the 
University Hospitals in lowa City. In 1928 he built his first television set, 
which was successful only to a point. His first real success at homebrewing 
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a fine television receiver came in 1943. 

In 1941, Doc moved to New York, remaining there until 1950, when 
he resigned his position as New York University’s Ophthalmology 
Department Head to accept the same position at the University of lowa 
Medical Center. Becoming acquainted with a KWM-2, he was licensed as 
WOGET in 1955, upgrading to Advanced Class in 1968. Dr. Braley and 
Ted Hunter originated the Eye Emergency Net in December, 1962. 

Al Smith, WOPEX and Art Ellis, KBOBET 


Dwayne Eskridge, W6LKE, SK 


Dwayne Eskridge, WOLKE (QCWA #2841) died April 30, 1993. He was 
well known for contributions to both his country and to ham radio. A 
radio operator for the FBI, he sent his superiors the alert of the Japanese 
attack on Pearl Harbor, December 7, 1941. 

Dwayne held many positions in ARRL, including Section Emergency 
Coordinator for ARES, Official Observer, and Radio Monitor for the OO 
Organization. He was a member of the Mt. Diablo Amateur Radio Club, 
the Radio Club of America, and the Society of Wireless Pioneers, and a 
Life Member of ARRL. 

An Eagle Scout and active adult scouter, he counseled in the Radio 
Merit Badge. He was also a member of the Masonic Lodge, American 
Legion, and the Society of former Special Agents of the FBI. 

Richard M. Shappee, WASHOJ 


Emerson R. Mehrling, W4NH, SK 


Emerson Mehrling, W4NH (QCWA Member #5605), died at the age of 
85 on July 6 in Fairfax, VA. He was an aviation pioneer and one of the 
founders of the nation’s air traffic control system. 

Emerson was born in Willard, OH, and at the age of 16 received his 
first ham license as 8CKF. Both he and his brother Howard operated 
under that call, and later as W4DD. 

He joined TWA Airlines as a radio engineer in 1930, later holding 
management positions with TWA Operations. In 1935 he and represen- 
tatives of five other major airlines designed and established a national air 
traffic control system. The government later took over this group, 
establishing the Bureau of Air Commerce, which evolved into the Civil 
Aviation Administration and then became the Federal Aviation Agency. 

From 1936 through World War II, Emerson held positions as 
Assistant Chief of the Chicago Air Traffic Control Center, Chief of the 
Pittsburgh Air Traffic Control Center (which he helped establish), Chief 
of the New York Air Traffic Control Center at LaGuardia, Air Traffic 
Control Division Chief of the Eastern Division, and then, in Washington, 
DC, Chief of the Enroute Air Traffic Control Centers Division. 

After World War II, from 1946 to 1949, Emerson was loaned to the 
staff of General Lucius Clay of the US Army Occupation Force in Berlin, 
Germany. He served as the US member of the air committee responsible 
for the restoration of civil aviation into Berlin. He also was the Director 
of Airways Operation and Director of the Berlin Air Safety Center at 
Templehoff Airport. 

Following the Berlin Airlift, Emerson returned to headquarters in 
Washington, DC, where he remained in executive positions, including 
Chief of the Air Traffic Control Program Staffand Chief of the Air Space 
Coordinating Committee, until his retirement in 1966.
